Because He In Qualified. 
The Wadena Tribune, an ardent 
admirer and worker of Mr. Holland, 
in speaking of the contest for judicial 
honors in this district, says that “ In 
selecting an officer for so g reat a res­ 
ponsibility, personal fitness and quali­ 
fications oug ht to be considered,” and, 
permit mrto add, this and this only.

The J oint Debate. 
The joint discussion at the opera 
house on Monday nig ht, between 
Bro. Stivers and J udg e Fleming , 
broug ht ont quite a g ood sized audi­ 
ence, about 250 persons being pre­ 
sent Mr. Fleming opened the dis­ 
cussion in a thirty minute’s speech in 
which he upheld the American doc­ 
trine of protection ag ainst the British 
free trade policy of the democrats, 
and clearly showed the laboring men 
that it was a question in which they 
were more concerned than any other 
class of citizens, as the success of the 
democratic free trade idea would 
place them on a level with thejMiujier 
labor of Europe. In concluding , Mr. 
Fleming asked the following pertinent 
questions: 
1. If a protective tariff tends to 
increase the prices of articles njion 
which duties are collect'd, why are 
such 
commodities as salt, paper, 
wooden and crockery ware cheaper 
now than before a duty was laid up­ 
on them ? 
2. Also, if a protective tariff build*» 
up trusts why is it that so g reat a 
trust has been formed on coffee ujxin 
which no duty at all is levied? 
3. Why is it that so many people, 
especially laboring men, come to this 
country from the free trade countries 
of Europe, if a protective tariff 
operates ag ainst them? 
4. If a protective tariff is such an 
accursed thing why don’t yon say so. 
Why try to pnt free trade laws upon 
the statute books if you are in favor 
of protecting home industries? 
5. Do vou believe that working 
men wonb! receive as hig h wag es or 
live any cheaper without any protec­ 
tion? 
6. If the democratic ideas earned 
out, would reduce 
the wag es of 
laborers and not lessen the exoense 
of living corresponding ly, would you 
favor their ideas? 
Mr. Stivers then arose and pulling 
out his scrap book beg an reading 
fig ures 
and 
statistics 
which he 
thoug ht applicable to the case. While 
Bro. Stivers is a clever reader and a 
fluent speaker, the reading of statistics 
and quotations from political speeches 
is at best very tiresome, and consequ­ 
ently quite a few g ot tired and left 
the hall. The questions Mr. Fleming 
g ave him were stunners, and althoug h 
he tried to answer them he was unable 
to do so. In fact, Bro. Stivers did not 
meet our expectations in the matter, 
because knowing that he has spent 
all his*spare time for tho last three 
months studying the tariff question, 
we supposed he oould g ive at least a 
reasonably satisfactory answer to any 
question that mig ht be asked him on 
this subject As an indication to 
what extremity Bro. Stivers was driv­ 
en to show that the republican party 
was the foe of the laborer, he referred 
to the draft during the war as a 
republican measure that was det­ 
rimental to tho laboring men. He 
spoke about an hour, after which Mr. 
Fleming ag ain addressed tho audi­ 
ence for a few moments, which ended 
the much talked-of debate.

Temporary Quarters to be Secured. 
The attendance at thepublio schools 
has increased every day since the 
opening of the term a Week ag o last 
Monday, and it is now impossible to 
handle the scholars with the present 
force of teachers. The first room in 
tho Second Ward school has now Over 
80 scholars, as has also the first room 
in the Third Ward. A meeting of 
the board will be held to-nig ht, when 
temi>orary quarters for an additional 
room in the Second and Third Wards 
each will be secured. 
Two new 
teachers will also bo eng ag ed for 
about eig ht weeks, by which time it 
is expected tlio attendance wiH have 
been decreased by the cold weather 
to such an extent that the services of 
the two temporary teachers can be 
dispensed with. 
An attempt will be 
made by tho board, we understand, to 
secur© the use of the old school build­ 
ing in tho Episcopal church block, as 
temporary quarters, and if this cannot 
be done an additional room will be 
fitted up in tho old school building on 
Sixth str« *et south. 
This is not a de­ 
sirable thing to do, howovea* as it will 
necessitate the small scholars attend­ 
ing this g rade to cr 
th * railroad 
tracks in g oing to and coming from 
the school. In the Third Ward it is 
thoug ht a vacant business room will 
be secured and used for tempomry 
quarters. The members of the board 
feel that every effort should be made 
to accommodate children desirous of 
attending school during tho pleasant 
fall weather, as it will be itnijoesiblo 
for them to do so in mid winter. We 
also learned from a member of the 
board that arrang ements will be com­ 
pleted this winter to beg in the con­ 
struction of school houses in the 
Second and Third Wards as soon in 
tho spring as the weather will permit, 
and that they will be ready for oc­ 
cupancy at the beg inning of the next 
school yeflr.

Because He Is Qualified. 
The Wadena Tribune, an ardent 
admirer and worker of Mr. Holland, 
in speaking of the contest for judicial 
honors in this district, says that “In 
selecting an officer for so great a res­ 
ponsibility, personal fitness and quali­ 
fications ought to be considered,” and, 
permit us to add, this and this only. 
But this is not the ground on which 
Mr. Holland’s friends urge his election. 
The opposition to Judge Sleeper in 
this county is wholly because he is a 
republican, with the exoeption of twro 
or three individuals, who oppose him 
because of personal Hostility and dis­ 
like. Mr. Holland’s only qualifica­ 
tion among his supporters here is be­ 
cause he is a democrat, and we are 
pleased to add, a majority of the 
prominent democrats in this city will 
take the advice of the Tribune, and 
vote for tho man best qualified, name­ 
ly, Judge C. B. Sleeper.

The Joint Debate. 
The joint discussion at the opera 
house on Monday night, between 
Bro. Stivers and Judge Fleming, 
brought out quite a good sized audi­ 
ence, about 250 persons being pre­ 
sent Mr. Fleming opened the dis­ 
cussion in a thirty minute’s speech in 
which he upheld the American doc­ 
trine of protection against the British 
free trade policy of the democrats, 
and clearly showed the laboring men 
that it was a question in which they 
were more concerned than any other 
class of citizens, as the success of the 
democratic free trade idea would 
place them on a level with the pauper 
labor of Europe. In concluding, Mr. 
Fleming asked the following pertinent 
questions: 
1. If a protective tariff tends to 
increase the prices of articles upon 
which duties are collected, why are 
such 
commodities as salt, paper, 
wooden and crockery ware cheaper 
now than before a duty was laid up­ 
on them ? 
2. Also, if a protective tariff builds 
up trusts why is it that so great a 
trust has been formed on coffee upon 
which no duty at all is levied? 
3. Why is it that so many people, 
especially laboring men, come to this 
country from the free trade countries 
of Europe, if a protective tariff 
operates against them? 
4 If a protective tariff is such an 
accursed thing why don’t yon say so. 
Why try to put free trade laws upon 
the statute books if you are in favor 
of protecting home industries? 
5. Do you believe that working 
men would receive as high wages or 
live any cheaper without any protec­ 
tion? 
6. If the democratic ideas earned 
out, would reduce 
the wages of 
laborers and not lessen the expense 
of living correspondingly, would you 
favor their ideas? 
Mr. Stivers then arose and pulling 
out his scrap book began reading 
figures 
and 
statistics 
which he 
thought applicable to tho caso. While 
Bro. Stivers is a clever reader and a 
fluent speaker, the reading of statistics 
and quotations from political speeches 
is at best very tiresome, and consequ­ 
ently quite a few got tired and left 
the hall. The questions Mr. Fleming 
gave him were stunners, and although 
he triod to answer them he was unable 
to do so. In fact, Bro. Stivers did not 
meet our expectations in the matter, 
because knowing that he has spent 
all his*spare time for tho last three 
months studying the tariff question, 
we supposed he oould give at least a 
reasonably satisfactory answer to any 
question that might bo asked him on 
this subject. As an indication to 
what extremity Bro. Stivers was driv­ 
en to show that the republican party 
was the foe of the laborer, he referred 
to the draft during the war as a 
republican measure that was det­ 
rimental to tho laboring men. He 
spoke about an hour, after which Mr. 
Fleming again addrassed the audi­ 
ence for a few moments, which ended 
the much talked-of debate.

Temporary Quarters to be Secured. 
The attendance at the public schools 
has increased every day since the 
opening of the term a week ago last 
Monday, and it is now impossible to 
handle the scholars with the present 
force of teachers. The first room in 
tho Socond Ward school has now over 
80 scholars, as has also the first room 
in the Third Ward. A meeting of 
the board will be held to-night, when 
tonqjorary quarters for an additional 
room in the Second and Third Wards 
each will be secured. 
Two now 
teachers will also be engaged for 
about eight weeks, by which time it 
is expected tho attendance will have 
been decreased by the cold weather 
to such an extent that the services of 
the two temporary teachers can bo 
dispensed with. 
An attempt will be 
made by tho board, we understand, to 
socuro the use of tho old school build­ 
ing in the Episcopal church block, as 
temporary quarters, and if this cannot 
bo done an additional room will be 
fitted up in the old school building on 
Sixth street south. 
This is not a do- 
sirablo thing to do, howovea, as it will 
necessitate tho small scholars attend­ 
ing this grade to crjs3 tho railroad 
tracks in going to and coming from 
the school. In the Third Ward it is 
thought a vacant business room will 
be secured and used for temporary 
quarters. The members of the board 
feel that every effort should be made 
to accommodate children desirous of 
attending school during the pleasant 
fall weather, as it will be impossible 
for them to do so in mid winter. 
We 
also learned from a member of tho 
board that arrangements will be com­ 
pleted this winter to begin the con­ 
struction of school houses in the 
Second and Third Wards as soon in 
the spring as the weather will permit, 
and that they will bo ready for oc­ 
cupancy at tho beginning of the next 
school yerr.

Because He Is Qualified. 
The Wadena Tribune, an ardent 
admirer and worker of Mr. Holland, 
in speaking of the contest for judicial 
honors in this district, says that “In 
selecting an officer for so great a res­ 
ponsibility, personal fitness and quali­ 
fications ought to be considered,” and, 
permit rnrto add, this and this only. 
But this is not the ground on which 
Mr. Holland’s friends urge his election. 
The opposition to Judge Sleeper in 
this county is wholly because he is a 
republican, with the exception of two 
or three individuals, who oppose him 
because of personal Hostility and dis­ 
like.

The Joint Debate. 
The joint discussion at the opera 
house on Monday night, between 
Bro. Stivers and Judge Fleming, 
brought out quite a good sized audi­ 
ence, about 250 persons being pre­ 
sent Mr. Fleming opened the dis­ 
cussion in a thirty minute’s speech in 
which he upheld the American doc 
trine of protection against the British 
free trade policy of the democrats, 
and clearly showed the laboring men 
that it was a question in which they 
were more concerned than any other 
class of citizens, as the success of the 
democratic free trade idea would 
place them on a level with the pauper 
labor of Europe. In concluding, Mr. 
Fleming asked the following pertinent 
questions: 
1. If a protective tariff tends to 
increase the prices of articles upon 
which duties are collected, why are 
such 
commodities as salt, paper, 
wooden aud crockery ware cheaper 
now than before a duty was laid up­ 
on them ? 
2. 
Also, if a protective tariff builds 
up trusts why is it that so great a 
trust has been formed on coffee upon 
which no duty at all is levied? 
3. 
Why is it that so many people, 
especially laboring men, come to this 
country from the free trade countries 
of 
Europe, if a protective tariff 
operates against them? 
4. If a protective tariff is such an 
accursed thing why don’t you say so. 
Why try to put free trade laws upon 
the statute books if you are in favor 
of protecting home industries? 
5. Do you believe that working 
men would receive as high wages or 
live any cheaper without any protec­ 
tion? 
6. If the democratic ideas earned 
out, would reduce 
the wages of 
laborers and not lessen the expense 
of living correspondingly, would you 
favor their ideas ? 
Mr. Stivers then arose and pulling 
out his scrap book began reading 
figures 
and 
statistics 
which he 
thought applicable to tho case. While 
Bro. Stivers is a clever reader and a 
fluent speaker, the reading of statistics 
and quotations from political speeches 
is at best very tiresome, and consequ­ 
ently quite a few got tired and left 
the hall. The questions Mr. Fleming 
gave him were stunners, and although 
he tried to answer them he was unable 
to do so. In fact, Bro. Stivers did not 
meet our expectations in the matter, 
because knowing that he has spent 
all his*spare time for tho last three 
months studying the tariff question, 
we supposed he could give at least a 
reasonably satisfactory answer to any 
question that might be asked him on 
this subject As an indication to 
what extremity Bro. Stivers was driv­ 
en to show that the republican party 
was the foe of the laborer, he referred 
to the draft during the war as a 
republican measure that was det­ 
rimental to tho laboring men. 
He 
spoke about an hour, after which Mr. 
Fleming again addressed the audi­ 
ence for a few moments, which ended 
the much talked-of debate.

Temporary Quarters to be Secured. 
Tho attendance at the public schools 
has increased every day since the 
opening of the term a Week ago last 
Monday, and it is now impossible to 
handle the scholars with the present 
force of teachers. The first room in 
the Second Ward school has now over 
80 scholars, as has also the first room 
in the Third Ward. A meeting of 
the board will be held to-night, when 
tonqyorary quarters for an additional 
room in the Second and Third Wards 
each will be secured. 
Two new 
teachers will also be engaged for 
about eight weeks, by which time it 
is expected the attendance will have 
been decreased by the cold weather 
to such an extent that the services of 
the two temporary teachers can be 
dispensed with. 
An attempt will be 
made by tho board, we understand, to 
secure the use of tho old school build­ 
ing in the Episcopal church block, as 
temporary quarters, and if this cannot 
be done an additional room will be 
fitted up in the old school building on 
Sixth street south. 
This is not a de­ 
sirable thing to do, however, as it will 
necessitate the small scholars attend­ 
ing this grade to cr j 
th • railroad 
tracks in going to and coining from 
the school. In th e Third Ward it is 
thought a vacant business room will 
be secured and used for temporary 
quarters. The members of the board 
feel that every effort should be made 
to accommodate children desirous of 
attending school during the pleasant 
fall weather, as it will bo imjyossiblo 
for them to do so in mid winter. 
We 
also learned from a member of the

To 
drive and keep flies and mosquitoes 
from a room maybe accomplished by 
sprinkling an ounce of carbolic acid 
dissolved in it quart of warm water 
upon tin* floor and furniture. A rose 
syringe or a large atomizer affords 
the best means of sprinkling. If the 
odor ot the carbolic acid is unpleas­ 
ant oil of pennyroyal is the next !w*st 
“insectituge.” Below thi** are the 
oils of peppermint and thyme. I ar- 
bolated vaseline or oil of pennyroyal 
rubbed upon the hands aud bice will 
keep away the little pests. To rt*- 
raove the pain of mosquito bites, I 
strong ammonia should l»e applied j 
to-flhe puncture. Ether dropfted or 
rubbed on the inflamed surface evap­ 
orates rapidly, and generally stops 
the smarting. Nearly all the strong 
essential oils used in toothache are 
of great value in this regard. Creo­ 
sote, oil of elovesv cinnamon, penny­ 
royal, peppermint and thyme, lauda­ 
num and petroleum, either readily 
givegreater or less relief. The various 
preparations in the market such tts 
mosquito banisher, anti-mosquito, 
insecticide, insectifuge, &c., aro made 
from the articles mentioned, and are 
each and all good iu their way. Most 
of them, however, cost more than a 
person can buv their ingredients for. ; *

Ether dropp’d or 
rublied on the inflamed surface evap­ 
orate* rapidly, and generally stops 
the smarting. Nearly all the strong 
essential oils used in toothache are 
of great value in this regard. Creo­ 
sote, oil of cloves,.cinnamon, penny­ 
royal, peppermint and thyme, lauda­ 
num tind petroleum, either readily 
give greater or less relief. The various 
preparations in the market such as 
mosquito banisher, anti-mosquito, 
insecticide, insectifuge, &e., are made 
from the articles mentioned, and are 
each and all good in their way. Most 
of them. however, cost more than a 
person can buy their ingredients for. 
They are very convenient, neverthe- J 


]«*s h , and should be carried into the 
country by travellers proposing to 
go far trom civilization.
